TV Repairman Is

With Tube Racket

Bronx TV repairman has been 
arrested and linked with an al­ 
leged million dollar ring selling 
defectiv e electronic tubes which 
were reprocessed and represent­ 
ed as new. 
The repairman, Stanley Selt­ 
zer. 27, was arrested y esterday 
at his shop after a Bronx grand 
jury returned an 18 -count in­ 
dictment against him. 
Authorities said the General 
Electric Co. has been losing an 
estimated m’llion dollars y early 
as result of the tube racket, 
while dealers and TV set owners 
also were bilked. 
Altered Tube Code 
Bronx Dist. Atty . Daniel V. 
Sulliv an 
said Seltzer obtained 
tubes that had failed in serv ice, 
altered the code to indicate they 
still were cov ered by a factory 
warranty , then sold them as new 
tubes at huge discounts. 
Some dealers, it was said, used 
an electric process to "restore” 
the tubes and enable them to 
function properly for a short 
time. Others are believ ed to hav e 
returned the tubes to the fac­ 
tory —General Electric—for re­ 
funds. 
Said Sulliv an: "Thousands of

Sulliv an said the case against 


Seltzer started when an uniden­ 
tified TV dealer, suspicious of 
big discounts offered him, got in 
touch with General Electric.

Police said they were present 
in a shop when Seltzer was paid 
$400 for 1,000 tubes. Upon ex ­ 
amination, they said, the tubes 
were found to be defectiv e and 
bearing altered trade marks and 
code numbers.

Since the g ov­ 
ernment owns or controls more 
than 1,000,000,000 bushels, and 
since I forecast that a sizable 
portion of the 1956 crop will en­ 
ter the loan, free stocks need 
not prove burdensome.
